All  Evergreens  are  sold  with  a  ball  of  earth  tied  on 
securely  with  burlap.  In  planting,  cut  off  the  rope  and 
leave  one  layer  of  burlap  around  the  ball.  For  Dwarf 
Evergreens  use  no  fertilizer;  for  others  use  a  little  well- 
rotted  manure  or  mushroom  soil  in  the  bottom  of  the 
hole,  and  mixed  with  the  soil  about  the  roots. 


The  varieties  of  evergreens  in  this  list  have  been 
chosen  for  permanence. 

Cheaper  plants  that  look  well  for  a  time  only  have 
been  dropped.

Azaleas,  Rhododendrons  and 
Evergreen  Shrubs 

This  group  of  plants  is  prized  for  its  magnificent  flowers 
and  the  shiny  green  of  its  lasting  foliage.  This  vicinity  is 
very  favorable  for  their  growth,  and  many  thousands  are 
being  planted  every  year. 

The  difficulties  that  home  owners  meet  in  growing  these 
plants  may  be  removed  easily.  First,  they  should  be  planted 
only  where  they  have  reasonable  protection  from  sweep¬ 
ing  dry  winds.  Any  building,  shrubbery,  group  of  ever¬ 
greens,  or  fence  will  be  sufficient. 

Second,  the  soil  must  be  acid.  The  soils  of  the  vicinity 
are  naturally  acid  and  are  good  if  not  limed.  Third,  the 
soil  must  have  good  natural  drainage;  if  it  is  a  heavy 
clay,  then  sand  should  be  mixed  in  under  and  about  the 
roots  up  to  about  25  per  cent.  Fourth,  the  plants  must 
never  lack  moisture,  even  in  winter,  because  they  have  root 
systems  almost  directly  on  the  surface.  When  they  are 
planted,  granulated  peat  should  be  mixed  into  the  soil 
around  the  plants  where  the  roots  will  spread  out,  and  a 
two-inch  layer  of  the  peat  should  be  placed  on  top  of  the 
ground  above  the  roots  as  a  mulch. 

In  addition  to  the  above  precautions,  plants  should  not 
be  used  which  have  been  grown  in  poor  soils  or  collected 
from  the  wild  state.  A  heavy  solid  mat  of  roots  in  rich 
soil  and  peat  is  a  necessity.  Our  stock  is  so  perfect  in 
this  respect  that  you  may  select  from  it  at  any  time  with 
safety,  even  while  the  plants  are  in  bloom.

Flowering  Shrubs 

These  are  inexpensive  but  beautiful  plants  to  frame  the 
flower  garden,  surround  the  "Outdoor  Living  Room,”  or 
take  the  stiffness  out  of  groups  of  evergreens.  They  should 
be  selected  to  give  a  succession  of  bloom  through  the 
season. 

After  they  are  in  full  leaf  they  should  be  dug  with  a 
ball  of  earth,  and  for  this  an  extra  charge  of  25  cents 
will  be  made.

Roses

take  all  the  chances  involved  in  getting  the  dormant  plants 
into  healthy  growing  and  blooming  condition,  and  see 
that  they  are  planted  in  large  pots  of  the  right  kind  of  soil. 

Roses  should  be  kept  well  cultivated,  fertilized  with  rotted 
manure  or  Vigoro,  pruned  closely  each  Spring,  and  pro¬ 
tected  from  mildew  and  Japanese  beetles  as  well  as  pos¬ 
sible  with  the  appropriate  sprays.

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Peonies 

The  mountains  of  Tibet,  which  have  produced  the  hard¬ 
iest  of  plants,  have  sent  us  nothing  hardier  than  the  peony. 
In  the  forty  years  we  have  been  growing  peonies  at  Con- 
cordville,  we  have  not  had  one  plant  on  which  the  bloom 
was  affected  by  cold  weather.  The  plants  are  healthiest 
and  perform  the  best  in  exposed  positions  where  they 
freeze  the  most.  In  addition,  the  peony  has  no  insect 
enemies,  and  requires  neither  spraying,  pruning,  watering, 
nor  transplanting. 

Peonies  should  be  planted  after  September  1st  and 
before  April  1st  while  they  are  dormant.  They  prefer 
sunny,  dry  soil.  They  should  be  planted  with  the  top¬ 
most  buds  of  the  crown  just  two  inches  below  the  surface. 
Each  plant  needs  an  area  three  feet  square.  The  soil 
should  be  sweet,  not  acid. 

The  plants  should  never  be  mulched  as  they  like  bare 
soil  and  must  freeze  in  winter.  They  may  be  fertilized 
with  Vigoro  or  thoroughly  rotted  manure,  but  only  after 
they  are  two  years  old.  They  should  be  kept  free  of  weeds 
and  grass. 

When  cutting  peony  flowers,  three  leaves  should  be 
left  on  the  stalk  to  insure  growth  through  the  summer.

There  is  no  better  way  to  select  irises  than  to  see 
them  in  bloom.  Our  nursery  is  laid  out  conven¬ 
iently.  The  iris  season  is  late  May  and  early  June. 


The  German  irises  are  quick-growing  inexpensive  flowers 
with  a  great  range  of  color.  They  may  be  planted  the 
year  around,  will  grow  anywhere  except  in  a  swamp,  and 
do  not  need  much  attention.  They  are  fine  for  extremely 
dry  places. 

Place  the  rhizome  on  top  of  the  soil  and  cover  the  roots. 
Tpe  rhizomes  must  be  out  in  the  sun.  Do  not  water. 
Thin  out  after  three  years  to  no  more  than  the  original 
planting. 

We  recommend  the  use  of  masses  of  a  single  variety 
rather  than  mixtures,  and  will  make  special  prices  on 
quantities.
